a check for $1,000, to be used in buy­ 
ing the vote as a juror of Robert M.

sworn juror in the trial. 
Franklin 
said that he bad known Bain twenty 
years and .that he had arranged for 
the corruption of the juror. 
Franklin followed George N. Lock­ 
wood on the witness stand

BEES AT WORK ALL THE TIME 


In 
Many 
Localities 
There 
Is 
No 
Closed Season for Those In­ 
defatigable Laborers. 


Although bees are apt to turn out 
on any sunshiny day, the bulk of their 
work is done by the first of Novem­ 
ber and they have retired for their 
winter’s sleep. 
The beekeeper must 
now put cushions into the tops of 
the hives, taking only what honey he 
is sure can be spared by the bees, 
and leave them for their hibernation. 
In Florida there is no such work to 
do, says a writer in Outing. The bees 
work all winter, and they have as 
good feed in February and March as 
they do in July. The orange orchards 
are alive with the honey gatherers, 
and their buzzings blend into almost 
a roar In March, for that is when the 
orange flowers are open; but it must 
be confessed that the honey has a 
twang, something like the acidity of 
an orange, and it does not compare at 
all with that made from the bass­ 
wood. 
Besides the orange there are suc­ 
cessive flowerings of legumes of all 
sorts all the year, every one having a 
positive flavor and v e r y few of them 
giving to honey a familiar flavor. Yet 
Florida is a natural home of the bee, 
and honey in the southern states will 
yet become as familiar a product as 
cane sugar. 
In the M ississippi valley and else­ 
where professional beekeepers carry 
their hives to the south to meet the 
coming of the flowers early in the 
season, turning around toward the 
north and carrying them to gather the 
later sw eets from later flowering ap­ 
ples and berries. 
In this way, or by 
carrying them up and down mountain 
sides, the feeding spells on clover or 
basswood and other 
trees 
can 
be 
greatly lengthened.

Suppose you owned a dog and a 
neighbor asked the courts to compel 
you to keep it from barking and yelp­ 
ing day and night, interfering with 
his business and causing him and his 
family loss of sleep, and suppose the 
court handed down a decree requiring 
you to restrain your dog from bark­ 
ing, yelping and howling, “except in 
cases of burglary or fire,” how would 
you set about obeying the order? 
If you fix it so th e dog cannot bark 
at all and burglars invade your domi­ 
cile or fire breaks out and the dog 
cannot bark, you may be robbed or 
murdered in peril by disobeying the 
injunction that your restraint of the 
barking, yelping and howling shall ex­ 
tend only to those periods when there 
is no burglary or fire. 
For the order 
expressly limits your right to restrain 
any 
barking, 
yelping 
and 
howling 
aforesaid by those exceptions. 
Must you sit up nights and look out 
for burglars and fires and be ready to 
remove your restraint of th e dog’s 
vocalization when either or both ap­ 
pear? 
Ye*, you might get rid of the dog, 
of course, but there is nothing said 
about that. 
The law does not prohib­ 
it you keeping the dog. 
All it is con­ 
cerned about is that you shall not al­ 
low the dog to become a 
nuisance. 
You have to place it under restraint. 
Rut you can at 
least 
congratulate 
yourself that, unlike the trusts, you 
do not have to worry about what con­ 
stitutes reasonable restraint because 
there’s not a word about reasonable­ 
ness in the law.

Redeemer. 
His 
death provides the ransom-price for 
Adam and his race, while His Mes­ 
sianic Kingdom is provided as the 
Yiieans or channel by 
and through 
which the willing and ol>edient of 
the redeemed will he brought hack 
to perfection and made able again 
to fulfill the requiiements of Justice 
and enjoy its blessings. 
Hence w’e find the Scriptures con­ 
tinually setting before us the high 
standard of Divine Justice, and also 
setting before us the fact that Divine 
I ove has provided mercy for the sin­ 
ner through the efficacy of the Re­ 
deemer's work. 
For centuries 
God 
exhibited the principles 
of 
Divine 
Justice, not only in His Law' which 
He gave to Israel—the measure of a 
perfect man's ablity—hut also in tin? 
fact that Christ died, “the just for 
the unjust.” that He might bring us 
back into harmony with God and His 
righteousness. 
Hitherto, 
however, 
God’s 
people 
have unwittingly narrowed down the 
grace of God and minimized the work 
of Christ and the efficacy of His re­ 
demptive sacrifice by asserting that 
‘til of the blessings ate for the Church 
and none for the w’orld—that they 
are for the present age, and that with 
its consummation all hope will ex­ 
pire, and the world, the non-elect, wMl 
suffer to all eternity 
without 
ever 
having tasted of the grace of God in 
Christ—without ever having come to 
even a knowledge of that provision 
for sinners. 
Tw o Salvations— T w o Pentecosts. 
A more careful study of the Bible 
is revealing to God’s people all over 
the world the fact that He has foi 
mankind two distinct salvations-—one 
for the Church and the other for the 
world—and each of these salvations 
is introduced by a Pentecostal bless­ 
ing. 
That the Church is merely a 
first-fruits unto God of His creatures 
is distinctly stated by St. James (i. 
18), and this certainly implies that 
there will he afterfruits—the world 
in general. 
Note the Apostle’s 
statement 
re­ 
specting the meritorious value, the 
efficacy of Christ’s sacrifice, both for 
♦he Church and for the world; he 
says: 
“ He is a Propitiation for our 
sins (the church), and not for our 
only, hut also for the sins 
of 
the 
whole world.” (T John 
ii,2.) 
The 
Church is the elect “first-fruits, 
or 
as St. Paul declares, “The Church of 
the First-horn. w hose names are writ­ 
ten in heaven.” 
Through this elect 
Church eventually the 
blessing 
ofj 
God is to he extended to all the w ill-1 
ing and obedient of the non-elect. 
This does not mean that all man­ 
kind will attain salvation, everlasting 
life, but it do^s mean that to all will 
come the opportunity for escape froni| 
the curse of sin and death w hich j 
came upon all through Father Adam 
sin. 
Neither does it signify mar all 
who gain life will gain the same kind 


So’d Exclusively in Sedalia By 
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of salvation—that all will gam ever­ 
lasting life on the 
same 
plane 
of 
glory. 
Quite to the contrary. 
The 
fact that the elect church is called 
and tested in advance of the world 
implies that her salvation will be on 
a higher plane than that of the world, 
and this the Apostle clearly states 
when he assures us, “We must all he 
changed,” because “fiesh and blood 
cannot Inherit the Kingdom of God.” 
The change of nature from earthly 
to heavenly, from the human to the 
divine, is a part of the superior bless­ 
ing provided by the Lord for those 
who now walk by faith in the foot­ 
steps of the Redeemer. 
The bless­ 
ings to the world, on the other hand, 
will not include a change of nature, 
hut a restitution or restoration oi the 
willing and obedient to human per­ 
fection. such as Adam enjoyed before 
he sinned, before he came under the 
curse. 
Restitution, therefore, is syn­ 
onymous with the blotting out ot the 
curse 
Our Pentecost—and the W o rld ’s. 
There can be no dispute respecting 
the Church’s Pentecost, that it began 
on the fiftieth day after our Lord’s 
resurrection—ten days after Me as­ 
cended up on high, there to appear in 
the presence of God—as the church’s 
Advocate. 
But just what that Pente­ 
costal blessing meant to the church 
is perhaps not clearly seen by all— 
all who have experienced a s hare in 
its blessings. 
It marks the divine ac- 
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ceptance of tic church—the divine 
i grace which acknowledged the merit 
| of the Savior as applied on her be­ 
half, and acknowledged the divine ac- 
j ceptance of tile church as a faithful 
band consecrated to walk in Jesus’ 
footsteps. 
There has been no need of a repe­ 
tition of this Pentecostal blessing. It 
came at the beginning of the cnurch’s 
experience, and represents God s ac­ 
ceptance of the entire foreordained 
company, for all of whom Jesus ap­ 
peared as Advocate. 
Those blessed 
with that outpouring 
of 
the 
Holy 
Spirit had already accepted Jesus as 
their Redeemer, and had already con­ 
secrated their lives to be His footstep 
followers. All of the same class who 
have lived since—all who will event­ 
u a lly constitu’e the elect church, were 
j appeared for by Jesus at the same 
|time. Hence we are not to expect 
j fresh Pentecosts upon 
the 
church, 
I but merely to exjieot to enter into and 
enjoy our share of the one outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit, which, like the oil 
poured ujton Aaron’s head and which 
ran down to *:he skirts of his garment, 
will anoint its, the church, down to 
the “fe<‘t,” to the very last member 
of the church. 
Many of us had not noticed until 
recently that two Pentecostal bless­ 
ings are mentioned by the Prophet. 
Our overlooking this w’as doubtless 
because it was not due time for it to 
be clearly understood. 
Now', as the 
time nears for the fulfillment of the 
second Pentecostal blessing, the force 
and meaning uf the Scriptures shines 
out. 
Another reason for its being 
overlooked is that by divine arrange­ 
ment the world’s Pentecost wa3 men­ 
tioned first, and that of the church 
last. 
But even this is appropriate, 
because the c'vine intention was pri­ 
marily 
the 
vorld’s 
salvation, 
and 
(hat of the church comes incidentally. 
“God so loved the world that He gave 
His Only Begotten Son, that whoso­ 
ever believed in Him should not per­ 
ish, but have everlasting life.” 
But 
before making known the riches of 
His grace to the world, God has been 
pleased to foreordain the election of 
the church, to be joint-heirs w'ith Je­ 
sus in the gl .rlous work of blessing 
earth’s teeming millions. 
Notice How the Text Reads: 
“It shall come to pass, saith the 
Lord, at the end of those days, that 
I will pour out My Spirit upon all 
fiesh, ♦ * * and in those days I will 
pour out My Spirit upon My servants 
and upon My handmaidens.”—Joel ii, 
28, 29; Acts ii, 17. 
St. Peter, in quoting the prophecy, 
properly applied 
only 
the 
portion 
which was due in his day, namely, 
that 
portion 
applicable to the ser­ 
vants and handmaidens of the Lord 
—the Church class. 
He left without 
comment the major portion ct the 
promise, which relates to the world, 
aud which cannot have fulfilment un­ 
til the elect church shall have been 
com pleted and glorified. The two fea­ 
tures of the prophecy are distinctly 
marked, the one blessing to be upon 
God’s 
servants 
and 
handmaidens 
only, the other to l>e upon all fiesh. 
The one was to he “in those days,” 
the other, “after those days.” 
How strange that this was previ­ 
ously overlooked, you say? 
'V e re­ 
ply, It is not more strange than that 
the Jews and the Apostles themselves 
overlooked many statements of pro- 
nheey which indicated the ending of 
Jewish favor and the beginning of a 
glorious opportunity of joint-heirship 
with Christ to the Gentiles. 
I hat 
part of the prophecy was discerned 
only when the due time came, and so 
this feature of Joel’s prophecy per­ 
taining to the blessing of tho world 
and the outpouring of God’s Spirit 
upon them passed 
unnoticed 
until 
now', as the time nears for its ful­ 
fillment. 
There can he no question chat the 
Holy Spirit of God has not yet come 
upon all flesh, nor can it he question­ 
ed that it has come during this Age 
upon God’s servants and handmaid­ 
ens. 
The 
promise 
therefore 
is 
amongst tho L-'essings that are to be 


a c c o m p lis h e d after these days—after 
the completion of the church and her 
Glorification. 
Jubilee Day— Jubilee Year. 
The day of Pentecost 
was 
the 
grand Jubilee Day in which God’s 
blessing was attained marking the 
forgiveness of sin and the acceptance 
by the heavenly Father. 
It was the 
fiftieth day (Tx? plus I). F \ery Jew­ 
ish Sabbath pointed directly to this 
lubilee Day as the culmination rn the 
Sabbath day system. It was tnus the 
antitype toward which all ^ b b a th 
davs pointed. 
The word “Sabbath. 
as is well known, signifies rest, and 
this culmination of the Sabbath days 
in a fiftieth day signified the ultimate 
or completeness of rest. 
Thus was 
symbolically taught in the law the 
'act that full rest from sin and the 
I 


aw was to ba attained. 
On Pentecost day the living believ 
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crs of that time entered in to 'rest in 
a sense and degree never before en­ 
joyed or even understood. The Pen­ 
tecostal blessings of the Holy Spirit 
brought to them the full assurance 
of sins forgiven, through the merit 
of Christ’s 
sacrifice, 
and 
it also 
brought to them proof of their accep­ 
tance by the 
Heavenly Father, as 
children of God, 
and 
“if children, 
then heirs of God 
and joint heirs 
with Jesus Christ our Lord.” In this 
sense of the word Pentecost was the 
most notable day of grace of God for 
The church. And God’s servants and 
handmaidens ever since, 
upon tak­ 
ing the steps 
required, have been 
admitted to this 
grace of forgive­ 
ness and adoption. 
But it will be remembered that in 
the law given to Israel there was not 
only a seven-day series of Sabbaths, 
hut also a seven-year series of Sab­ 
baths. Each seventh year was to be 
he a Sabbath year, leading up to a 
i-ibilee ( 7 x 7 plus I), the fiftieth. 
As the day Sabbath reached a glori­ 
ous culmination for the church, 
so 
the year Sabbath will reach a glori­ 
ous climax 
for the world. The fif­ 
tieth year was the Jubilee year, 
in 
which the people obtained rest in a 
very full and complete sense. In that 
year all debts were 
canceled 
and 
all who had been sold into slavery 
for debt went free. The whole peo­ 
ple had a fresh start every Jubilee 
year; they 
had rest from 
all their! 
past errors 
and 
imperfections 
of 
conduct and judgment. 
This pictured 
the 
coming bless­ 
ings, the day of Messiah, when He 
shall reign and when 
through the 
merit OL His sacrifice all 
sin 
will 
he forgiven and 
all 
slavery 
to sin 
and death will he abolished. This is 
ro t a new thought. Long 
centuries 
ago Bible students discerned that the 
Jubilee of Israel’s time was a fea­ 
ture of the 
law 
foreshadowing 
a 
Messing world-wide. 
It was In the 
spirit of this 
knowledge 
that this 
beautiful hymn was written: 
“B!owr ye the trumpet, blowr 
The gladly solemn sound; 
Let all the nations know 


To earth’s remotest bound, 
The year of Jubiee has come,
